Cassette Repair Kit 

Your RadioShack Cassette Repair Kit has aii the parts of 
a standard cassette, except the tape. To repair the cas- 
sette, you simpiy move the tape from the damaged cas- 
sette into the new cassette. 

You aiso need these toois and suppiies: 

• Smaii Phiiiips and standard screwdrivers 

• Spiicing tape and a cassette tape editing/spiicing 
biock (avaiiabie from your iocai RadioShack store) 

• A pair of tweezers (for handiing the tape) 


5. Instaii the oid tape into the new case. For easy han- 
diing, wind aii the tape on one hub first. (Hint: To pre- 
vent unwinding, temporariiy piace a piece of spiicing 
tape across the side of the tape on the reei.) 

6. Position the tape around the piastic stationary pins 
and roiiers, just inside the iip of the case and in front 
of the pressure pad. 


PROCEDURE 

1 . Remove the five screws from the Cassette Repair Kit 
and carefuiiy iift off the top haif of the case, ieaving aii 
components in the bottom haif in piace. 

2. Separate the two haives of the damaged cassette. 

If the cassette is heid together with screws, simpiy 
remove them and carefuiiy iift off the top haif of the 
case. 

If the cassette is seaied without screws, use a smaii 
screwdriver to spiit the case. 

Caution: Do this with extreme care. Do not insert 
the screwdriver into the case more than Vs inch, or 
you might cut the tape or damage other parts. Be 
especiaiiy carefui when spiitting the front edge of the 
cassette. 



3. If the tape is broken, spiice the ends together, foiiow- 
ing the instructions inciuded with the tape spiicer. If 
the tape is jammed or twisted, cut away the damaged 
tape, then spiice the good ends together. 

4. The Cassette Repair Kit inciudes two hubs with about 
27 inches of ieader tape connected between them. If 
the damaged cassette has problems associated with 
the hub and leader assembly, cut the supplied leader 
and splice the tape to the leader ends. 

If you do not need the hubs and leader, discard them. 


7. If the metal shield or pressure pad has been dis- 
lodged, reposition it. The metal shield fits in the 
groove in the case and the pressure pad must be 
positioned so its bent ends rest against the small 
plastic pins. 



8. Recheck tape positioning and the placement of the 
metal shield and pressure pad, adjusting as needed. 
Then place the top slip sheet over the tape and hub 
assembly with its dull, black-coated side facing the 
hubs. 

9. Carefully position the top half of the case over the 
assembly, taking care to keep the tape inside the cas- 
sette without pinching it between the two halves. 

10. Replace the five screws and tighten them securely.
